» ¢ Wool aro NOW yery gen-
zlly for the winter frocks
and coats of children thres years old
and over, and many mothers use them
for those who are only two years old,
and even when still y r if thechild
in delicate. Formerly white muslin and
piqueé dresses were worn all the year
round by girls until they were seven
years of age, but these have given
place not only to warmer woollens, but

to colored frooks, reserving those of

creamy-white wool for special oceasions
when something more dressy is required.
